Pret, there-is as dead a filerice as if 
he had never been; nor can his 
oreateſt Admirers find any 'Charadter 
of him in old Writers. 

Yet it muſt be own'd, that he is 
an Author of ſome conſiderable Age; 
for the Manuſcripts which Poggins, 
Bonincontrins, Scaliger, and Franciſcus 
Junius us d, were ancient: Tanaquil Fa- 
ber, Spanhemins, and the ſevereſt Cri- 
ticks allow him to be as old as Theo- 
deſins the Great, and pretend to find 
ſome particular Phraſes in him, which 
are certain Characters of that Time. 

Others, who beljeve they have ve- 
ry good Reaſons to place him higher, 
hnd it very difficult to account for 
this univerſal filence: Whar they offer, 
s ether bare May-be and Shift, ind 
ſcarce ever amounts to a tolerable 
Reaſon : *T's true, they ſay, he is 
not mention'd by Ovid in his 5 Ca-

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Mallius, was as to Natural Philoſo- 
phy a Stoick, and built his World 
according tothe Hypotheſis of that Sect, 
and therefore wrote ſomething very 
like what we find ar large in the firſt 
Book, and hinted art in ſeveral paſſa- 
ges of the other Books. of Manilius.

yet in almoſt every Page of the Book 
endeavour to Privrace his Readers 
it was written four hundred years be- 
fore, For it muſt be granted that 
the Prince whom he * invokes in the 
beginning of his Poem, who is ſiled 
Patrie Princepsque Paterque, who is 
deify'd whilſt 2 alive, and (not to 
repeat the other particulars I have al 
ready reckon'd up) whoſe 3 Hor:

This laſt Character puts, me in 
mind of another Objection. . that 
may. be drawn from F. Harduin's. 7 
Obſervation, for he ſays that Suetoni- 
us was himſelf deceiv'd, and hath, de- 
civ'd. all thoſe who have thought CG 
pricorn was concern'd-in, the Nativity 
of Auguſtus : For if, this be true all the

And 
here I muſt oppoſe many of the Ci 
ticks, and be unaſſiſted by the reſt: 
For # Scaliger confeſſes, that from his 
own Writings, it cannot be known 
what Countryman he was, and no 
other Authors give us any Informs- 
tion, Bonincontrius and Gyraldus en- 
deavour to prove from 'the Medal 
already mention'd, that he was no 
Roman ; the Learned ? Tfaac Yo 
thinks he was a Syrian, and all who 
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s Proleg. in Manil. p.2. 9 Vid. Sir Edwad

It muſt be granted that the 
Agnomen Antiochus proves that Miniliu 
to be of Servile Condition, tho' there is 
no need of this Argument, ſince Pl- 
ny in very expreſs Terms aflerts that 
he 1s fo: Tis likewiſe ttne that that 
Manilius was a Syrian, being a near 
Kinſman to Publius Syrus, and brought 
to Taly'in the fame Ship with him: 
But that- that Manilins the Syrian was 
the fame with Manilins the Poer,. is a 
Queftion thar ftilf returns, and wil 
not,Ffear,be determin'd by the Title of 
thataficientand excellent Manuſcriptof 
Yoſſus: For if inſtead'of MCMALLI 
POENT, we read M. MALLI! 
POETA, which is found in other 
Manuſcripts, (and every body know: 
| there is fo little difference in the 
traits 
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traits of the Letters of thoſe two words 
in ancient Copies, that 'they may ve- 
ry eafily by Ignorant Tranſcribers be 
miſtaken for one another) then the 
Evidence drawn from this Inſcription 
is loſt: Beſides that Title is not to 
be regarded, it not being written by 
the Author but affixt by tome heedleſs 
Copyer of the Poem: For it is Diy6 
08avio, whereas Auguſtus was nevet 
fil'd Divus though 'often Deus before 
his Death, and the Writer of the 4ſtro- 
nomicon, as will by and by appear, 
dyd before Auguſtus. 

To ſpeak our what I think will not 
be deny d, Manilius the Author of 
this Poem was young when he wrote 
i, and dyd young; and therefore 
cannot be that Manilius Antiochus whom 
Scaliger reckons to be 120, and Yoſ - 
ks 1s forced 'to confels was 7o years 
of Age about the time Yarus was de- 
fated by the Germans. "The firſt part 


of 
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of this Aﬀlertion may be demonſtr. 
ted from almoſt all the Pages of his 
Book, in which we meet with many 
things that are not to be accounted 
for on the Hypotheſis of Sixty: He is 
too fierce and fiery for that Age, and 
bounds every Step he takes: In a 
Man of years when we find-a Warmth 
we feel it to be regular, he never ſtars, 
his Pace is equal, and ſeldom varies 
but when his Subject forces him to a 
more than, ordinary quickneſs. 

_ : Judgment! appears all- thro, and Y 
a ſtrength well governd:. When he 
riſes he doth' not affect to climb bur WW; : 
to. walk; like: a ſober Traveller, who 
knowing his own force ſeeks the eaſieſt 
akcent, when his Ground is uneyen, 
or he.is oblig'd to take. the advantage 
of 'a Profpect; But ?*tis not ſo in 
Youth whoſe ;Fancies-as well as Paſſ: 
ons are impetuous ; that pleaſes them 
moſt which -is moſt daring, Ot 
ency 
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they have ſtrength they uſe it to the 


utmoſt, and when ar aft they ſink 
they ſeem rather worn out, than ti- 
red. I cannot compare the Spirit of - 
Poetry poſleſfing a Youth, of aftrong 
generous Imagination and vigorous 
Conſtitution, to any thing better than 
to a Flame ſeizing on the Body of a 
Meteor, the whole Maſs blazes, and 
mounts upon a ſudden ; but its 
motion 1s all the way uneven, and it 
quickly falls in a deſpicable Gelly : 
He that looks on the Latin of Manilus 
will ſee that I do him no Injury when 
| compare him to this Meteor, for e- 
yen when he is obligd to give rules, 
and is ty d almoſt to a certain form 
of words, he ſtruggles againſt thoſe 
neceſſary Ferrers, he reaches after the 
ſtrongeſt Metaphors, uſes the boldeſt 
(atachrefis, and againſt all the rules of 
Decency labours after an obſcure Sub- 
me, when he ſhould endeavour to be 


plain 
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plain, intelligible and eaſy: But as 
th as he hath room to get looſe 
how wildly doth he rove? he is not 
free but licentious, and ſtrives to err 
reatly. 'T'is needleſs to produce par- 
riculars, ſince they are fo viſible in the 
Prefaces, Fables, and Deſcriptions 
thro? his Books: And upon the whole 
it may be affirm'd, there are ſo many 
boldneſſes (catter'd thro' his Poem, and 
ſo much of Toyſomneſs juſt by them 
that a Man may read his Youth in 
his writings, as well as his Conten- 
poraries could do it in his Face, 

I would mention and enlarge up 
on his conſpicuous Vanity, and from 
thence endeavour to ſupport the Judg- 
ment I have already paſs'd; bur that 
'I conſider that fault when ic hath once 

offelsd -a Man is not to be coold 
by all the Froſt and Snow of Age:

You are ſufficiently tired, I fear, 
with this long Diſcourſe about. Manil:- 
us full of guefles and conjectures, yet 
| cannot diſmiſs this Subje& withour 
adding ſomething concerning his Qua- 
lity, and place of Birth. His Quali- 
ty he carries in his name, the Manilij 
being one of the beſt Families in Rome, 
which ſo often fill d the Conful's 
Chair, and was employd in the 

reateſt Offices of that Common- 
wealth. Indeed ſome have affrm'd 
that he was of Servile Condition, and 
being made free, according 'to Cu- 
ſtom, teok..the name of his Patron : 
But fince T have already prov'd, that 
he was not the Manilius Antiochus in 
Pliny, there is no reaſon left for any 
one to ſay he was a Slave; he himſelf 
very expreſly, I think, declares him- 
{If to be a Roman born, for in his 
fourth Book he ſhews a Concern for 
the Intereſts of the Roman Common-

which he could not with any Propri- 
ety have done, had his relation to 
that State commenc d ſo lately, or 
had his Anceſtors had no Intereſt in 
the then Loſſes or Victories of Rome. 
And ſeeing he was born a Roman, and of 
the Family of the Manilij, we may 
farther from ſome other Evidences con- 
clude that he ſprung from a very con- 
{iderable, if not one of the nobleſt 
Branches of it; for if we reflect that 
tho' he dy'd young, yet he had been 
well inſtructed in the ſeveral. Hypothe- 
fes of the Antient Philoſophers, accu- 
rately taught the Doctrine of the Ste- 
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ics, led thro all the intricate mazes 
ind Subtilties of Aſtrology, that he was 
xcquainted with theMathematicks, knew 
all the Mhthology of the Antients, and 
had run thro the Greek Poets, we ſhall 
ind in him all the ſigns of a very li- 
beral and coſtly Education, and con- 
quently of a conſiderable Quality, 
or at leaſt a great Fortune. Bur if we 
lect farther that he was converſant at 
Court, and acquainted with the mo- 
th, and niceſt Flattery of the Palace, 
at he made his Complements in the 
kme Phraſe that the moſt intimate 
and finiſhr Courtier ever us'd, we may 
ſe another probable Argument 
har his Quality was great : Now this 
flection may be ſupported by one 
blervation made on the Complement 
ce pays Tiberius when at Rhodes: He 
tles him © Magni Mundi Lumen, uſing 
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the very ſame Word,which we meet 
with in Yelleius Paterculus, who wrote 
all Court Language, upon the very 
{ame occaſion. 7 Alterum Reipublice 
Lumen is Tiberius, and he retir'd to 
Rhodes, ne Fulgor ſuus orientium June 
num, C. et L. Ces. obſtaret initus, ſays 
that Hiſtorian.

reſpe&t for Rome, that with Zeal he 
mentions thoſe extravagant Honours 
which the Flattery 9 of 4fia, and the 
Vanity of her own Citizens had put 
won her, we ſhall find ſo much Ve- 
eration in his Writings, that it could 
not well riſe from any other Spring 
han thar Piery which Men of gene- 
wus Senſe and Spirit always retain for 
the Places of their Birth. 


To cloſe this Diſcourſe, I have 
rov d this Author was not the Mani- 
lus Antiochus mention d by Pliny, Nat. 
Hiſt. ib. 3 5. cap. 17. Nor that Manili- 
rib. 10. cap. 2. and that both Yoffius 
ind Mr. Triſtan are very much miſta- 
en in their Conjecures. _ There re- 
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mains another Manilins whom the 
ſame * Pliny, commends for his Skill 
in Mathematicks; this Mathematician 
Scaliger thinks to be the ſame with the 
Poet, becauſe he liv'd in the time 0 
Auguſtus, and was converſant in the 
ſame Studies with our Author: Thek 
Imuſt own are not convincing proofs;

This Manilius of a Noble Family 
born in-Rome, and living in the Agt 
of Auguſtus, had a liberal Education 
ſuitable ro his Quality and the time 
in which he livd: his Writings ſhe 
him to be well acquainted with the 
Principles of the ſeveral Sects of Philo 
ſophers, but addi&ted to the Stoick

muſt have ſtood : direft thy eye to Heaven, and 
view the ſeveral changes in that which was thought 
impaſſible; and in ſhort, refle& on the eſſential 
vileneſs of matter, and its impotence to conſerye 
its own being; aud then I believe you will find res- 
ſon to put this Opinion amongſt thoſe abſurdities 
which Tully hath allotted to one or other of the 
Philoſophers to defend. 

4 This blind fancy we owe to the Phconicians, 
who (if Philo Biblize's Sancumathon may be truſted) 
taught that the Principles of the Uniyerſe were a 
Spirit of dark Air, and a confus*'d Chaos; this Spi- 
rit at laſt began to Love, and joyning with the 
Chaos, produced Mw7 or {lime, and thence faſhio- 
ned the World. And hence likely the more ſober 
part of the Greek Philoſophers, ( for they were 
but borrowers of Learning) who requir*d two eter- 
nal principles, the one a#:ve and the other paſſive, 
ſuch as Plato, Anaxagoras, &6. took their notions, 
and having added ſome few new ornaments, vented 
them for their own. 

5 The Philoſophy of Epicurws is too well knomn 
to need any explication.

ther by thoſe riches which he gain'd by his lucky 
conjecture at the ſcarcity of Olives ,. than by the 
ſtrength of argument and reaſon.

find it ſelf concern'd: The Stozcks held the mate-. 


rial part of their Deity to be changeable, and that 
too 2s often as the fatal Fire prevail'd, and reduc'd 
the Elements into one Chaos; in ſuch a confuſion 
the Peer ſuppoſeth the firſt matter of his World, 
and then makes the different parts ſeparate, and 
take proper places, according as they were light 
or heavy : agreeable to this Opinion the Theory of 
the Earth ſuppoſeth a Chao;, which he defines to be 
4 Maſs of Matter, fluid, conſiſting of parts of diffe- 
rent ſorts and ſizes, blended together without any u- 
mon or connexion. . The ſolid and heavyer parts of 
this Chaos deſcend to the Centre, by their own 
weight, and there fixing and growing hard, com- 
poſe the inward Body of the Earth; the lighter 
parts fly upward, and being continually agitated, 
make that Body which we call Air ; the middle ſort 
being ſomewhat heavyer, and not fo much agita- 
ted, cover-over the ſolid interiour Body of the 
Earth; and its fat and oily parts riſing, and ſwim- 
ming on the ſurface, ſtop and detain thoſe heavyer 
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particles which upon the firſt ſeparation were car- 
ried up by the Air, and afterward according to 
their ſeveral degrees of Gravity fell back again 
toward the Centre : Theſe particles ſticking in this 
oily matter, made a {oft cruſt, which in time be. 


ing hardned by the Sun and thoſe breezes which 


always attend its motion, became the habitable 
Earth. This Earth thus form?d was ſolid, and 
without Caverns, nor had it any inequalities on 
its ſurface; as to its ſite, its Axis was parallel to 
the Axis of the Ecliptick, both its Poles being e- 
qually inclin'd to the Sun; and as to its figure it 
was Oval. Theſe are the few eaſie principal parts 
of that excellent Hypotheſis, ſettled on the obyi- 
ous notions of Gravity aud Levity, and on the ac- 
knowledged Nature, and allow'd Motion of a Fluid. 
And from theſe ſo many curious propoſitions are 
naturally deduced, ſo many difficulties concerning 
Paradiſe and rhe Floud happily explain'd, and all 
ſer off with that neatneſs and aptneſs of expreſſion, 
and that variety of curious thought, that I am very 
much inclin'd to believe that Nature was never ſo 
well dreſt before, nor ſo artificially recommended, 
And it is pity that the firſt acknowledged Princi- 
ples of Philoſophy will not allow it to be true. 
Inherent Qualities are now generally exploded, as 
unphiloſophical, not to be underſtood, and unfit 
to explain the Phznomena of Nature. The Acce- 
leration of a heavy Body in its deſcent (beſide a 
thouſand other Arguments) quite overthrows Gra- 
vity both as an accident of Ariſtotle, and as eflen- 
tial to Matter, according to the fancy of Epicarw; 
ſo that this motion proceeds onely from external 
impulſe, and depends upon the preſent order = 
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the World. So that Philoſophy will not allow 
the ſuppoſition of Gravity or Levity.in a confus'd: . 
Chaos; ſince it can ſufficiently demonſtrate that 
they are neither inherent qualities, nor eſſential to- 
matter, and that it-is in vain to look after them, 
before the ſyſtem of the World was ſettled in the: 
preſent order. From this hint it is eafie to infer 
that the ſuppoſed Chaos would have ſtill continued 
ſuch, the ſoiid Parts would have been agitated this 
or that way indifferently by the reſtleſs particles of 
the Fluid , but there could have been no orderly 
| ſeparation,. becauſe no Principle of it. 

But ſuppoſe ſuch a ſeparation, why mult the out-, 
ward Cruſt of the Globe be without Caverns in its 
Body, and Inequalities on its Surface? What Law 
of Nature doth neceſlarily prove that in ſuch a 
confuſion the ſolid parts muſt be equally diſperſed 
through the Body of the Air ? It we truſt our 
Eyes, and look upon a Duſt raiſed by the ruin of 
a Houſe, or onely conſider what Confuſion is, it 
will be yery hard'to find ſuch a regular and order- 
ly diſpoſition. And ſince theſe ſolid Bodies may 
be unequally diſpers?d, and every one of them tends 
tothe Centre by a direct Line, whenever they ſet- 
tle, the Body which they compoſe muſt be une- 
qual in its ſurface, : 

Yet to let this Difficulty paſs, its Figure accor- 
ding to this Hypotheſis will be much more Oval 
than common obſervation will allow, for fince it 
is aid to be Oyal becauſe the Motion of the XZ- 
quator is ſwifter than that of the Polar Circles, 
the figure muſt be almoſt as much Oval, as the 
Circle of the eAquator is bigger than the Circle of 
the Pole; there being nothing to hinder the _— 
mo 
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moſt effe& of this motion but the weight of the 
Fluid endeavouring to reduce it ſelf to a Level, 
which of what moment it will be in this Caſe ] 
leave to be conſidered. | 

And as for its ſite, that renders the torrid and 
the frigid Zones unhabitable ; intolerable Heats 
ſtill burning the former, and the continual gathe- 
ring and dropping of the vapours making the o- 
thers too cold and moiſt to entertain either Man 
or Beaſt. And this one conceſſion, I am afraid, 
ſpoils moſt part of the Contrivance ; for theſe por- 
tions- of the Cruſt could never grow hard, being 
continually moiſtned by the Vapours, and fo little 
Expos'd to the Sun, or that breeze which attends 
its motion: And therefore , whenever Vapours 


. were drawn from the Abyſs in the Torrid Zone, 


theſe parts of the Arch being not firm enough to 
ſuſtain 'themſelves, muſt ſink in; and thoſe Vapors 
that were impriſoned between the ſurface of the 
Abyſs and the ſolid part of the Cruſt of the Earth, 
might have found an eaſfie paſſage through this ſoft 
portion of the Cruſt, and therefore could not con- 
tribute to the general diſſolution of the Frame. 
Beſides, from ſuch a muddy Fountain what could 


be expected but ſtreams unwholſome and corrupted, ' 


and unfit for that end for which they were deſign'd, 
and for that uſe, to which ſacred Scripture tells us 
they were imploy?d ? 

A great many other inconveniences in Nature 
may be obſery'd to follow this Contrivance ; but 
becauſe this Hypotheſis was not ſet up for its own 
ſake, but to give an intelligible account of Noab's 
Floud; I ſhall cloſe theſe reflexions with a few con- 
fiderations upon that. | pe 
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And firſt the Authour pleads for an univerſal 
Floud, it being inconſiſtent with the demonſtrated 
Nature of a Fluid, that Water ſhould ſtand up 
in Heaps fifteen Cubits above the tops of the 
higheſt Mountains. - This I am willing to admir, 
though there is no reaſon why Omnipotence might 
not be immediately concern'd in this, ſince he him- 
ſelf confeſſeth, that the forty days Rain cannot ac- 
cording to his Hypotheſis be explain*d by any Na- 
tural Cauſe that he can find out. 

Secondly, He compares the height of the 
Mountains and the Depth of the Sea, and having 
as to both made allowable ſuppoſitions (though 
the Courſe of the longeſt River, even the N:le it 
ſelf, will not prove its head to be above three foot 
higher than its mouth) he infers that eight Oceans 
| will be little enough to make an univerſal Deluge : 
The Waters above the Firmament are exploded ; 
the Rain would afford but the hundredth part of 
ſuch a Maſs of Water , unleſs the ſhowers were 
continual, and over the face of the whole Earth, 
and the Drops came down ninety times faſter than 
uſually they do. (Though here a Man would be 
apt to think from the expreſſions in Geneſis, The 
Windows of Heaven were opened , that there was 
ſomewhat very extraordinary in this Rain, and 
that all thoſe requir?d conditions were obſery'd.) 
The Caverns of the Earth, if they threw out all 
the Water they contain'd , could afford but little 
in compariſon of the great ſtore that was requir'd ; 
And if the whole middle region of the Air had 
been condens?d, ſtill there had not been enough, 
becauſe Air being turn'd into Water filleth gnely 
the hundredth part of that ſpace which it formerly 
| polle(s'd

poſſeſs'd. Though all the other ways by which 


ſome have endeavour'd to explain the Floud, were 
demonſtrably inſufficient, 'yer this laſt which gives 
an account of it from ſo natural and eafie a Cauſe 
as the condenſation of the Air deſerved to be con- 
ſidered a little more; but it is the Art of a Diſpy- 
ter to touch that leaſt which preſſeth moſt on that 
Opinion which he would advance. For it being 
allowed that Air by natural Cauſes may be chang'd 
into Water, and a YVacuum in this very Chapter 
being excluded, it neceſlarily follows, that as much 
Air as riſeth fifreen Cubits higher than the tops of 
the Mountains is ſufficient to make ſuch a Deluge 


2S is deſcrib'd to have been in Noah's time. Be- - 


cauſe where there is no Vacuum, there can be no 
contraction into a leſs ſpace, and every particle 
of Matter, whatever form or ſchematiſm it puts 
on, muſt in all conditions be equally exrended, 
and therefore take up the ſame Room. But ſup- 
poſe a Vacuum, or (as it happens in our imperfect 


| condenfſations) that a hundred cubical feet of Air 


would make but one foot of Water, yet ſure the 
Region is .large enough to make amends for this 
diſproportion : - Now ſince Nature is ſufficient for 
condenſation , and ſince its powers, may be conl:- 


- derably invigorated for the execution of the Al- 


mighty's wrath ; why muſt it be thought ſo difficult 
to explain a Deluge? and why ſhould an excellent 
Wit waſte it ſelf in faſhioning a new World, onely 
to bring that about which the old one would pet- 
mit eaſily to be done? It is above the Province of 
Philoſophy to make a World, let that be ſupposd 
to have been form'd as it is reveal'd, it is enough 


for us to ſearch by what Laws it is preſery'd; anda 
| | | ſyſtem 
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ſyſtem ereCted: on this foundation will be agreeable 
both to Reaſon and to Religion.

pains which he ſuffered at its Birth; - and 
then reckons up the Beauties of the Child, 
and what great hopes he concetves of it < 
If ever he deſerv'd Scaliger's Charadter, that 
he knew not when to leave off, z* muſt be 
acknowledged that this is the Caſe in which 
it may be chiefly apply d : We need look no 
farther than the beginning of this Book to 
be ſatisfied in this matter ; He ſpends about 
fixty Verſes in reckoning up the chief Sub- 
jetts of Homer, Heſfiod, Theocritus avd 
others; all which being laid afide, he de- 
clares his deſign to be wholly new ; and then 
begins, 1.
